Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  state  of 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Maryport  during  the  last  year  of 
office  of  my  greatly  respected  late  colleague  and  predecessor.  Dr, 
Enid  M.  O.  Campbell,  whose  tragic  death  so  soon  after  her  retire¬ 
ment  was  a  great  loss  to  her  many  friends  and  colleagues  in  parti¬ 
cular  and  the  community  in  general. 

I  know  that  Dr.  Campbell  was  particularly  concerned  about 
the  state  of  the  housing  in  this  Urban  District,  and  frequently  spoke 
of  the  need  for  an  acceleration  of  slum  clearance  on  the  one  hand, 
and  a  greatly  accelerated  house  building  programme  on  the  other. 
A  few  houses  and  bungalows  have  been  built  under  Council 
auspices  during  this  year  but  the  need  for  bungalows  for  the 
handicapped  and  elderly  remains  serious.  Apart  from  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  elementary  humanity,  it  is  so  very  much  more 
expensive  to  look  after  an  elderly  person  in  an  aged  persons  Home 
than  to  give  basic  support  in  a  purpose-built  bungalow. 

The  hostel  for  the  younger  physically  handicapped  —  Alne- 
burgh  House  —  built  by  the  County  Council  and  opened  this  year, 
is  proving  a  wonderful  success.  Dr.  Campbell  was  particularly 
pleased  that  so  many  young  people  of  Maryport  immediately 
“adopted”  the  house  and  soon  proved  themselves  a  valued  part 
of  the  scene. 
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1  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  members'  of  the  staff — 
especially  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Thompson,  and 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  Mr.  Waugh —  for  the  many  years  of  sup¬ 
port  and  help  they  gave  to  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

SHOPS 

Forty-six  visits  of  inspection  to  shops  dealing  in  all  classes  of 
goods  were  made,  including  visits  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
condemnation  of  unsound  food,  etc. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  system  of  drainage  and  sewerage  remains  the  same. 

16  visits  were  made  to  new  and  existing  buildings  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  or  inspecting  drains  and  sewers.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  which  commenced  operation 
in  June  1967  continued  to  work  smoothly  throughout  the  year. 
The  system  provides  for  daily  collections  of  refuse  and  waste  paper 
from  the  town  shopping  centre  and  twice  weekly  refuse  collections 
and  once  weekly  waste  paper  collections  from  all  other  premises. 
A  free  collection  of  items  of  bulky  rubbish  by  prior  arrangement  on 
the  last  Saturday  in  each  month  was  commenced  in  February  1968 
following  consideration  by  the  Council  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act  1967. 

Waste  paper  to  the  value  of  £1,506  and  weighing  168  tons 
6  cwts.  was  salvaged  during  the  year. 

The  system  of  controlled  tipping  worked  satisfactorily,  coal 
washery  waste  again  being  used  to  cover  the  refuse.  No  infesta¬ 
tions  of  rats  on  the  tip  were  reported  by  the  tip  attendant  who  is 
a  trained  rodent  operator.  Two  tip  fires  occurred  during  the  year; 
they  were  extinguished  immediately  on  notification. 

The  two  vehicles  engaged  on  refuse  collection  are  Shelvoke 
and  Drewry  fore  and  aft  tippers  of  15  cu.  yd.  capacity  each  manned 
by  four  men  (including  the  driver)  and  both  operated  very 
satisfactorily. 

An  unusual  disposal  problem  arose  during  the  year.  Following 
the  closing  of  a  local  business  the  Department  was  asked  to  dispose 
of  one  hundredweight  of  an  arsenical  preparation.  Professional 
advice  was  sought  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Gov¬ 
ernment  who  referred  the  problem  to  the  Public  Analyst.  Of  the 
two  solutions  advised,  viz :  — deep  burial  at  sea  and  return  to  a 
chemical  manufacturer  the  latter  course  was  taken.

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAW  OR  REGULATIONS 

(a)  Offensive  Trades — There  is  no  offensive  trade  carried  on 
in  the  district. 

(b)  Moveable  Dwellings  and  Camping  Sites  —  There  are  no 
licensed  Caravan  Sites  within  the  Urban  District.  Land  at  Risehow 
was  again  occupied  by  gypsies  during  the  year.  17  visits  were  made 
in  connection  with  the  irregular  siting  of  caravans. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  i960 — 45  visits  were  made  to 
premises  to  which  the  Regulations  apply.  Eleven  notices  were 
served  requiring  that  steps  be  taken  to  comply  with  the  Regula¬ 
tions. 


VERMINOUS  HOUSES 

No  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed-bugs.  Insecticide 
was  made  available  to  persons  complaining  of  ants,  cockroaches, 
etc. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  the  Council 
is  directly  responsible  for  ensuring  that  its  area  is  kept  free  from 
rats  and  mice,  so  far  as  is  practicable.  No  statutory  action  was 
taken  during  the  year  as  I  prefer  to  work  with  and  assist  occupiers 
of  infested  premises  using  the  techniques  and  poisons  recommended 
by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food. 


Seventeen  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and  appropriate  follow-up 
action  was  taken.  A  pest  control  company  was  engaged  to  treat 
the  sewers  with  poison  in  May  1968  and  two  treatments  of  the 
entire  sewer  system  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  treat¬ 
ments  were  based  on  complaints  received  of  rat  infestation  over  a 
number  of  years. 


PIGEONS,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1961,  SECTION  74 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  pigeons  were  destroyed  during  the 
year,  chiefly  by  trapping  in  the  town  centre;  fifty  two  visits  were 
made  in  connection  with  this  work. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  the  Council  appointed  Consultant  Architects 
to  advise  on  development  of  the  town  area.  A  working  party  com¬ 
prising  officials  from  the  Surveyors  Department,  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  the  County  Planning  Department,  together 
with  the  Council’s  Consultant  Architects  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Housing  Committee  was  set  up  to  expedite  the  work  involved  in 
the  development  of  the  town  area.  A  survey  of  all  houses  in  the 
area  was  made  and  the  results  of  this  work  made  available  to  the 
Working  Party. 

Routine  work  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  continued  during 
the  year  resulting  in  the  making  of  11  Closing  Orders  and  12 
Demolition  Orders,  this  work  being  necessarily  restricted  by 
reason  of  the  small  number  of  houses  (27)  built  for  the  Council.

A  Public  Health  Inspector  was  in  attendance  at  all  times  when 
required  for  the  inspection  of  meat  and  the  methods  and  criteria 
adopted  were  those  recommended  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regula¬ 
tions,  1963,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1963. 


Examination  for  tapeworm  cyst  (Cysticercus  Bovis)  revealed 
the  presence  of  this  parasite  in  two  beasts.  The  cysts  were  found 
in  the  head  in  both  cases.  The  heads  were  condemned  and  the 
carcases  sent  to  a  cold  store  for  freezing  treatment  before  being 
released.

With  reference  to  the  foregoing  figures :  — 

The  441  lbs  of  fish  were  condemned  chiefly  for  decomposition. 

The  canned  goods  comprised:  Peaches,  apricots,  pineapples, 
cooked  ham,  tomatoes,  condensed  milk,  beans,  etc. 

All  the  food  material  was  surrendered  voluntarily  by  the 
tradesmen  concerned.  The  condemned  fish  and  canned  food  were 
disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  The  meat  con¬ 
demned  at  the  slaughterhouse  was  disposed  of  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  prior  to  July,  1954;  since  that  date  condemned  meat  has  been 
sold  to  a  Penrith  bone  and  chemical  company. 

Bakehouses — There  are  nine  bakehouses  on  the  register,  all  of 
which  may  be  considered  non-domestic.  It  was  not  found  necessary 
to  take  action  in  respect  of  conditions  at  bakehouses  during  the 
year. 


Other  Premises  where  Food  is  prepared — 45  inspections  were 
made  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold.  There  are  five 
premises  registered  under  Section  16  (1)  (b)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  three  for  the  preparation  of  preserved  food  and  two  for 
the  preparation  of  meat  products. 
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Ice  Cream — Thirty-six  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale 
and  five  premises  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

Five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Carlisle  for  examination.  Of  these,  two  were  reported 
as  Grade  1,  and  three  as  Grade  2.  I  am  advised  that  all  these 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Two  notifications  under  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 
in  respect  of  the  proposed  installation  of  furnaces  at  factories  were 
received.  The  proposals  in  both  cases  having  satisfied  the  appro¬ 
priate  criteria  were  approved. 

Successful  representation  was  made  to  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  to  omit  reference  to  the  burning  of  house¬ 
hold  rubbish  in  their  leaflets  concerning  domestic  hygiene.
